of railway construction ;" that Mr. J)e 
bosMoa haa boon appointed "special 
agent at Ottawa;" that the "railway 
obligations of Canada to ]3ritish (Jol- 
undiiaaro not Ijeing carried out.'" What 
is this but a confession of failure on tiie 
part of a gc crnmont that was returned 
to power for tho express purpose of 
having tho- "railway obligation.s of 
Canada carried out," and what lias the 
Finance Minister to say for himself 
arid his rcso-colorod foreshadowing at 
the banquet ?

Mr. DeCosmos, as Special Agent at Ot- 
tawa, with insi ructions to proas upon the 
Dominion Govcrnmont tho importance of 
connuencing the work — to point out its 
oomniercial and economic value— and to 
represent the serious injury iiiilicled upon 
the Province by the witlidrawal from sole 
and sottlenieiit for the pa.st.aevon. years, 
at tho instance of the Doininion, of ex-, 
tensive titvcts of valuable' land on tho 
East Coast of the Island^ Avilhont even 
the compensating advantages of Railway 
construction, 1 hoped to have l)een able 
to have communicated to-day the result 
attained, but through une-^jieeted delays 
in tho upgotiatioiis I am not in a position 
to do so. I trust, however, before long 
to 1)0 ablu to place it before you. 

Since last 1 had the plea.sure of luect- \ 
ing you, railway work has been com- j 
nionccd on the mainland, but it cannot { 
escape ynur observation that the railwaj- j 
obligati.ma of Canada to British Onlnnil.ia | 
aro not being carried out. j 

You will bo pleased to learn that dui'- 
iug the recess tho construction of the | 
Giiiving Dock lia.s also l>eon coinnionL'cd j 
and in accordance with arraugeinontf, j 
made for its completion. The Resident i 
Engineer's Report, whioli w'iU'be laid be- 
fore you, will show that satisfactory pro- I 
gresH has been made on the work. 

The information .received from tliu 
Government Agents in the outlying dis- 
tricts with respect to mining interests Is 
very encouraging. Valuable discoveries 
of gold deposits, in grouml'tNvell suited 
for Hydraulic Mining, have' been made 
on the banks of the Fraser within the 
district of Cariboo. The output of coal, 
too, lias exceeded that of any previous 
year, while tho agricultur.al settlements 
goiierally e-xhibit improvement. 

Tho Dominion Government having 
given partial effect to your .Administration 
of Justice Act of 1878, by tho appoint- 
mont of two Supremo Court .Tudgos, who 
were selected from the Bar nf tlie Pro- 
vince, I caused a proclamation to bo i.i- 
sued bringing the suspended clauses of 
the Act into operation. .Additional legi.s- 
lation will be submitted to you with a 
view of carrying out the syateui ifitro-^ 
duced by the Act. 

Tho Public Accounts will be laid before 
you, and your cnu.siderutiou invited to 
Estimates for the ensuing year. 

I shall now take leave of you, feeling 
confident that your labors will, under 
Providence, be governed by a sincere de- 
sire on your part to promote tho welfare 
of the country.

The Dakota sailed from ,Saii Franciscu 
on the afternnoa of the 10th iiist. and had 
a favorable although strong wind from 
the Southwest. The ship sped along 
gaily, assuring all that she would roach 
her haven wiUiin;throo days of dejwi-ture. 

At aboiif 5 ri.hi; of Wednesday tlie 12th, 
'while favorable winds were still at their 
higlioat and passengers mostly asleep, a 
shock occurred which shook tho ship 
from stem to stern. The passengers 
rushed out of their staterooms, not to re- 
ceive the announcement (n-liicli many ex- 
pected) that, the , ship -had collided or 
stranded <5h a rock, but that the starboard 
shaft was broken. The Captain assured 
all that no danger whs apparent ; and 
that once the wheel was loslied the ship 
could proceed on her voyage. He at once 
ordered the boat.s on the port aide to 
be filled with water, thus causing tho 
ship to list to port, aiul the efforts of the 
crew were,then bent in lashingand secur- 
ing the starboard wheel. By this double 
operation, which lastotl several hours, the 
safety of the ship wa.s assured, ns had 
tho wheel broken away tho preponderance 
to tho starboard side would have caused 
the ship to be laid on her beam-ends and 
probably capsized.' J 

Tlio veasel whioli had hitherto luid in 
the trough of tho sea, rolling heavily, was 
then headed for San ji'rancisco with sig- 
nals of distress Hying. .\t about 3 p. in , 
after 10 hours' tossing, a steamer was des- 
cried running towards tlie south. The 
Dakota immediately tried to head her otf 
for oaaiatanco, and at last she (the ateam- 
er) perceived the Dakota's signal, and 
hoisted a flag and hove down to tho Da- 
kota. Tho steamer proved to bo tho Vic- 
toria. She took us in tow, occupying 
about two hours in tho operation. After 
that the two steamers went slowly on and 
reached San Francisco harbor about 11 
p.m. Saturday^ the 15th inst. The Da- 
kota was towed to her wharf early Sunday 
morning. 

No one wa.s acarod on hoard of the 
Dakota. The coolness and aolf-poss- 
easion of the captain and his oiiicora re- 
assured everyone and pi'evented a panic. 
Upon arriving at San Francisco tho fol- 
lowing, testutionhil was presented to Oapt. 
Morao :

Wo 
are assured that the preservation of the 
lives of many, ni'obably all of us, is due 
alone to the c^i'ts of yourself, seconded 
by efficient officers and a reliable crew.

duce, which ia then transhipped or trans- 
ported by land as home . produce to the 
nearest British Columbian market town. 

Q'hat your memorialists tlieroforo pray 
that, such regulations may be made as 
will prevent small boats of American set- 
tlers entering British Columbia with pro- 
duce so long as tho nited States govern- 
ment continues to prohibit British Col- 
umbian small boati from.entering Ameri- 
can territory, and as will relieve your 
memorialists from the present unequal 
competition to which they are subjected.

General Piorola, 
president of Peru and commander-in-chief 
of tho army fled, and the Chilians occu- 
pied Lima, the capital, witlnuit rasistanco 
on the 17tli inst.

The Peruvian loss in liie 
battle at Cliaralhus is said to have heen 
7000 killed and 2000 prisoners. There 
w ere 26,000 Peruvians engaged in the 
battle at Miraflores.

Tho diplomatic 
body at Lima have urged the conclusion 
of the armistice and asked that the person 
of Sonor Fiurolu bo respected. A later 
dispatch states that Oallao capitulated the 
aame day.
